For 20 years, before the presidential campaign 
of 1912, Mr. House was known. as a Warwick 
in Texas politics. His father had been a Houston 
banker and cotton factor, and his holdings of 
Texas land and other property were estimated at 
$1,500,000 in value. He did not attend political 
conventions, and was not acquainted with poll- 
ticians of the smaller sort, but he was credited 
with having brought about the choice of three 
successive Governors of Texas, who were Culber- 
son, Sayers and Lanham. 

He had a New Yark residence and.a summer 
home at Magnolia, Mass., and it was in the 
East, and not in Texas, that he became connect- 
ed with the Wilson campaign.

have been consulted by both in regard to Mex- 
ico. How far his recommendations were fol- 
lowed, however, has never appeared. It was be- 
lieved that he favored recognition of the Car- 
ranza Government some time before the Presi- 
dent was ready for such a step. John Lind, a 
Bryan man from Minnesota, was the President’s 
official envoy to Mexico during the Huerta regime 
there. 

Early in 1915, after the war had been in prog- 
ress six months, House went to Europe. He 
visited London, Paris and Ber!t{n, and talked with 
leading officials-of the British, French and Ger. 
man Governments. After his return, in the fol- 
lowing June, he said he had not gone on an offi- 
cial mission, and had not carried any peace pro- 
posals on the President's behalf. But, he said, 
he had been in communication with President 
Wilson, as {t was natural that “old friends’’ 
should communicate with each other. He said 
for publication, following his return, that there 
was little indication of an early peace. 


In January, 1916, a year after his former voy- 
age, House went to the three warring countries 
again, this time avowedly at the President’s re-

Mihy Railroad Men Need More Wages

trust rely upon their daily labor alone for 
thelr income. This is one of the reasons.) 
the railroad men in train and yard service 
are about to make demands for an in- 
crease in wages. 

"The Adamson act, when it first became 
a’Taw, was stated in all the newspapers | 
and other publications as an increase in| 
wages for the train and yardmen of all} 
3 raiiroads. This was untrue. In many ins | 
stances it reduced the income of railroad 
fieén, as they were given 10 hours’ pay for r| 
elght hours’ work, which means unless | 
they work overtime they are not draw ing | 
as’ ‘Thuch each payday as heretofore.

NEGRO LABOR IN THE SOUTH. 
are going into the negro migration problem is il- 


pastor of the negro Baptist Tabernacle of Mem- 
phis, was invited to address the Chamber of Com- 
merce of that city on the subject, “A Platform 
of Endeavor Upon Which the Two Races of the 
‘South May Stand.” The address was given close 
attention despite the fact that his solution was 
not new. He said that the negro wanted the pro- 
tection of law, and the use of adequate school 
facilities, especially in rural districts, and a wage 
that measured his value to his employer. 

After reviewing the needs and rights of the 
negro as a part of any community, the speaker 
told what, in his opinion, the negro owed to the 
United States. He said that this country was 
the only part of the world where 10,000,000 negroes 
can be found speaking the same language; where 
the negro women are respected and where the 
‘negroes are permitted to worship according to 
their consciences. These things, from the negro 
view, put him under obligation to the country. 

Just now the question of labor is the most im- 
portant one before the South. Workers are far 
shert of the demand. The high wages are hay- 
ing, in some sections, the same bad effect that 
they have in some Northern coal mines, as*the 
men only work half time. As an offset to this, 
the sawmill owners have employed speakers who 
visit the mills and log camps and appeal to the 
men to “work to win the war.”

- The air raids by the 
mans over and near London may 
not have much military value, but 
they have certainly got on the nerves 
of the British capital. Every clear 
evening there is a wave of apprehen- 
sion that is exactly like the appre- 
=} hension that pervades a passenger 
# | ship as it is about to enter the U-boat 
zone. “Of course nothing is going to 
happen, but still’”——— and London 
/has good reason for apprehension, 
although the bombs dropped have al- 
together done very little actual dam- 
age. The British have made strong 
efforts to protect the capital from the 
night raiders. When the Germans 
come the. noise of their propellers -is 
almost invariably caught by the lis- 
teners on the coast, and the warning 
is telegraphed far and wide. Up go 
the defending planes—England's 
“cavalry of the clouds,’ as Lloyd 
Ceorge poetically calls them—and up 
goes a tremendous barrage fire of 
shrapnel.

6:10 o’clock in the evening the Irish 
troops had crossed the Cambrai-Ba- 
paume highway on both sides of the 
canal and taken a stand south of 
Moeuvres. This was the situation 
here at the end of the first day’g 
fighting. 

Wednesday morning the British 
pushed forward, this time having 
the suppo:t of a certain amount, of 
artillery. Moeuvres was strongly 


held but the Irish stormed the de- 
fenses with bombs and forced their 
way half through the village. Here 
they came up against 2 heavy barri- 
cade which they took with the bay- 
onet and for a time drove the Ger- 
mans out of the village.

have no desire to get into alterca- 
tions with the police and I regret 
that I was made a party to this 
episode. I shall always maintain 
a keen interest in amateur box- 
ing contests and believe these 
eventually will displace profes- 
sional bouts in St. Louis.

vvhen born he only weighed a little more 
than three pounds, but from the time 
of birth his father has daily put him 
through a series of unique exercises 
until today, at nine months, he is 
quite normal, has no fat, possesses 
muscles like an athlete’s and soon 
will walk — Some rules in the up- 
bringing of infants which the parent 
has found to be beneficial ::  :: 


HERE is in-St. Louis a baby .who at birth 
weighed only a few ounces over three 
pounds, who had been early born and in 
whom the spark of life was very faint 
indeed, but who today, at 9 months of 
age, is a rollicking, healthy youngster 
but a few pounds under the norma! 

weight of children of his age. Moreover, he has never 
had a day's illness and is, in a sense, an athlete. 

The remarkable story of how this baby was saved 
and given a course of training which will enable him 
to become a vigorous man was told to a Post-Dispatch 


reporter by his father, Dr. Nathan Barlow, of 3867 


Lafayette avenue. The father, who accomplished the 
feat, declared that no “scientific” methods whatever 
were used, but that he employed only “common-sense” 
ones, which could be applied as beneficially to any 
baby brought into the world under normal con#i- 
tions as they were to his. 

To begin with, Baby Barlow's prospects were seri- 
ously handicapped by the fact that for five or six 
months before his birth his mother was desperately 
ill. She, who now weighs 113 pounds, had been reduced 
to.72 pounds, and when a crisis approached, two months 
earlier than expected, she was given “twilight 
sleep.” Dr. Barlow is of the opinion that this 
was the only thing that enabled her to survive tbe or- 
deal. 

After the baby was born, he was wrapped in cotton, 
and about him were placed hot-water bags. He was 
kept in a room which was heated to the temperature 
of an incubator, or about 97 degrees. He was so small 
that it was impossible for him to take nourishment in 
the usual manner, or from a bottle, and for the first 
six weeks he was fed from a medicine dropper. He 
was given an ounce of milk every three hours. He was 
kept in the incubator temperature for nearly two 
months. ; 

From the time of birth the father has put the child 
through a course of regular exercises daily. He be- 
van by lifting him by his hands and by his feet, to 
cet the muscles in action. This was done twice daily, 
as faithfully as he was fed. Then the father placed 
him on one hand, so that he instinctively learned to 
balance himself, which is an excellent way to bring all 
the muscles of the body into play. This system of ex- 
ereises has been gradualty broadened until now the 
baby, two times a day, goes through a number of 
“stunts,” all designed to develop him physically. 

When exercise time comes around the father first 
heoids out a finger of each hand and the baby imme- 
dy: tely grasps them and lifts his feet. So strong is he 
‘hat when going through this exercise he almost “chins 

viself,” a form of training famillar in gymnasiums 

d among boys. Dr. Barlow is pleased to believe 
‘oat this instinetive action of the child’s is an inheri- 

nee from our arboreal ancestors, whose offspring had

to learn to cling to the mother’s hairy body while she 
leaped about among the trees. 

Dr. Barlow next holds the child up by his feet, and 
allows him to reach for things, bringing the muscles 
ot the upper part of the body into play. He then, 
much to the distress of Mrs. Barlow, places the baby 
on one hand in different positions. In doing this, the 
child balances himself and exercises the muscles of the 
thighs, abdomen and back. There is in addition an 
exercise for the shoulders, in which the father, when 
the child is sitting, grasps*him by the hands and al- 
lows him to pull back. 

But the most remarkable thing Baby Barlow 
does is something which he learned himself. This, in 
gymnasium parlance, is to “bridge,” which is to raise 
the torso when the feet are on the floor arid the hands 
are placed behind the back. The baby does this many 
times a day, and it is excellent exercise for all parts 
of the body. 

Hanging over the head of the baby’s crib is a device 
which perhaps can best be described by calling it a 


trapeze. Hanging from it is a stout cord and attached . 


to the cord are a number of playthings, including a 
clothespin. Many times a day the baby reaches for 
these playthings and draws himself up, thus uncon- 
sciously carrying out the regime which his father has 
outlined for him 

The most marked difference between the Barlow 
baby and others of his age, the same being the result 
of his athletic training, is the fact that there is not 
so much as an ounce of fat upon him. This is what 
strikes the observer as most remarkable, for the 
baby’s muscles stand out as prominently as those of 
a trained athlete. This is especially noticeable with 
regard to the back and his little biceps. 


tow the baby “bridges.” This exercise he 
learned without any coaching. 


[t must not be supposed that Baby Barlow is still an 
‘incubator babv” in the sense that he is kept indoors 
all the time. Atleast once daily the mother takes 
him for an airing, at which time he wears the normal 
amount of clothing, and occasionally he is taken for a 
spin in an autemobiie. He now. at 9 months, weighs 
12 pounds 4 ounces. The weicht of an ordinary baby 


‘at his age is around 17 or (8 pounds. 


Despite his tender age, he already has learned to take 
two or three steps. Usuall) a child does not begina 
to learn to walk until- between the first and second 
vears. Baby Barlow never has crawled, though 10 days 
after birth he got in the position of crawling. His 
favorite method of locomotion up to now has been to 
“bridge,” as before described. aud scuttle along om 
hands and feet. 

Dr. Barlow, from experience and study, has evolved 
four cardinal rules which he believes should be fol- 
lowed in the upbringing of infants. The first is that a 
child never should be soothed wheu he cries. The sec- 
ond is, that the clothing must be very loose and, when 
the child is in the house, there should be very little of 
it. Another is that there should be absolutely regular 
hours for feeding, and that the child should not be fed 
at any other time. The fourth is reguiar exercise every 
day. 

The Barlow baby is a striking example of the sound- 
ness of his father’s precepts. Because he never has 
been soothed when he cried he rarely cries, and then 
only once in a while, when it is around feeding time. 
Mr. and Mrs. Barlow are privileged to enjoy what few 
parents are—an ability to sit down at a card game or 
a dinner party with friends and suffer no interruptions 
because of sudden wailings from an adjoining room. 

When Baby Barlow is in the house, the only thing he 
wears in summer, is the outfit shown in the photo- 
graph. In winter there is added a tiny shirt. Both are 
loosely adjusted and for this reason his little Iimbs 
are given full play. This is done for the reason, Dr. 
Barlow says, that when a baby’s clothing is loose he 
will instinctively exercise himself. 

Even should the baby be asleep when feeding time 
comes around, he is awakened and given his nourish- 
ment. At present he is being fed five ounces of milk 
five times a day. All the water he has ever drunk 
has first been boiled and all nursing bottles and other 
vessels scalded. Of course, nothing but sterilized milk 
is ever fed to him. Inasmuch as the baby at all times, 
when in the house, wears very little clothing, the 
temperature ‘of his room is kept at from 75 to 80 
degrees. 

From birth he always has slept in a room by him- 
self, and, doubtless on account of the policy of never 
soothing him, remains quietly in his crib even though 
the light is turned out. Such a thing as “walking the 
floor’ is entirely unknown in the Barlow family. If 
he is hungry and tired, or too warm, he is likely to 
make complaint, but never at any other time. 

“Tl do not believe,” Dr. Barlow said, “that there is 
much of anything new in what [I advocate in the rear- 
ing of children Any physician will advise a mother

N analysis of the automobile fa- 
talities in St. Louis during 
the first 10 months of the 
present year, undertaken by 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine . with the assist- 
; ance of the City Coroner, Dr. 
Rudolph S. Vitt, discloses the following 
principal facts: 

That 22 per cent of the fatal accidents 
eccurred in a small area downtown.

The testimony of the analysis is strongly . 
against several popular theories of the 
@auses of automobile accidents. It shows: 


That only one woman driver had a fatal 
accident. 

That virtually no drivers below the ages 
@f 21 years had fatal accidents. 

That the same is true as to inexperienced 
frivers. 

That few fatalities were the result of 
poyriding. i 

In every instance the facts presented 
were taken from the official transcripts 
ef inquest evidence. They record 65 cases for the 10 
months. Fifty nine of the persons were killed in St. 
Louis. Five persons injured in the county and one in 
Jefferson City died in St. Louis hospitals and inquests 
were held here, so that the cases are part of the St. 
Louis Coroner’s records. 

Tabulation of the statistical facts in connection with 
the fatalities brings out a considerable number of in- 
teresting points other than those already noted. 

It shows that in 38 of the fatal accidents the drivers 
were chauffeurs and in but 21 owners of the ma- 
ehines. In six instances the auto ran away from the 
accidents and the facts in this regard could not be de- 
termined. 

Fifty-eight of the drivers were white persons.and but 
five negroes, the color of the other two, who were 
among the runaways, not being determined. 

Forty-five of the machines in fatal accidents were 
pleasure automobiles, while less than half that num- 
ber, or 20, were delivery vehicles, either of the light 
variety or heavy trucks. 

Fourteen children under the age of 15 years and 10 
persons over 60 were killed. Of the others 33 were 
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influence on their number. From one in January there 
was a jump to eight in February, then little change 
until July, when there was another jump to 12. In 
August, however, another month of a large amount of 
automobiling, there was a drop to five, followed to a 
jump of 11 in September and a drop to the next to the 
lowest record of the year, 3, in October. 

For the purpose of tabulating the 59 fatalities within 
the city by locations, the city was divided into six 
districts.

My records show that no less than 50 per cent 
of all persons killed in automobile accidents of 
every kind are pedestrians who are struck when 
crossing streets away from corners. It is my 
belief, founded on my experience, observations 
and study of the subject as Coroner, that easily 
75 per cent of the persons killed or maimed as 
the result of vehicle accidents, not only in St. 
Louis but in all large cities, are careless street 
crossers. 

Try to teach the people to cross streets only at 
the crossings and to cross carefully there.—Dr. 
Rudolph S. Vitt, Coroner of St. Louis. |

That is why I always find my sympathies going out 
to the man when I see one of almost any sort in the 
clutches of a woman.

Under “the world’s richest village,” seen in the distance in the above photograph, are 33,000,000 tons of iron ore and so the town, whose 
income exceeds that of Delaware, is going to be demolished and rebuilt elsewhere. 


N the.familiar fable, the goose laying the gold- 
en egg was rewarded for its benefactions by 
getting its neck wrung. But in the case of 
Hibbing, Minn., the world’s most opulent and 
exiravagant village—a town of 12,000 inhab- 
itants whose annual running expenses are 
greater than those of the State of Delaware— 

the auriferous fowl has finally turned upon its ex- 
ploiter, with fearful results to the latter. 


The unadorned fact of the tragedy is that Hibbing 
is about to be compelled to remove itself, bank byild- 
ings, palatial schoolhouses,; paved streets and all, to a 
site of 57 acres in the center of the town of Alice, 
three miles away from its present location. The ex- 
pulsion of our first parents from Eden suggests itself 
as a parallel. For Hibbing, as it still temporarily is 
and for four years has been, was nothing less than a 
paradise for its fortunate residents. 


Its opportunities for high and lofty finance, so en- 
thusiastically seized upon, arose from the fact that 
within its boundaries lay some of the richest iron 
mines in the country, producing 25,000,000 tons of ore 
a year. The municipal fathers considered that these 
mines should be taxed a considerable proportion of 
what the traffic would bear, and the law upheld them, 
As a result the village rolled in such wealth that the 
greatest ingenuity was required to find ways of spend- 
ing it. 

But, alas, under the town’s new site at Alice there 
appear to be no iron mines. If there are, they have 
not been developed to any extent, which for the present 
is quite as bad. Therefore, Hibbing, once radiant in 
spirit as its own “Great White Way’’—it has 40 street 
lights on every corner—is plunged in abysmal gloom. 
That happy state in which almost every voter was at- 
tached to the city payroll seems doomed, and the name 
of Hibbing itself may soon remain only a memory, its 
gilded entity bidding fair to be swallowed up in that 
o* the once despised town of Alice. 

Of course, it was the war which brought this calam- 
{ty upon the richest village in the universe. Hibbing 
was noy stirred from its smug complacency when those 
faial shots were fired at far-a@way Sarajevo. There 
came no pang of fear to the con-

‘‘World’s richest village,’’ which has 
more street lights than Cincinnati,

tury the company has claimed bits of the site, but Hib- 
bing merely moved a few rods further on and settled 
down again to luxuriate in its prosperity. 

But now, at one fell swoop, the company has asserted 
its claim to the entire site, so that.it may have access 
to the 33,000,000 tons of ore estimated to be concealed 
underneath. Therefore, Hibbing must move, and the 
only silver lining to the black cloud is that the cor- 
poration will pay all the expenses, which will amount 
to several millions of dollars. The transfer is to be 
completed within a year. 


If Hibbing will have to relinquish its boast of being 
“the richest village,’’ it may console itself as best it 
can with the less resplendent status of a “model vil- 
lage,’”’ for such the builders plan to make it. Land- 
scape architects and municipal experts are at work 
on the designs. 

The author of the town’s splendor seems to have been 
Victor L. Power, who came to the village 17 years ago 
as a blacksmith’s helper employed by the iron com- 
pany. Later he went to Chicago, studied law. was ad- 
mitted to the bar and returned to Hibbing. In 1913 he 
was elected Mayor, to which office he has been steadily 
elected ever since. He is also a member of the City 
Council. 

When he ¢ame into office, the highest sum in taxes 


tented burghers that Archduke 
Ferdinand’s death might spell 
their own downfall, but so it 
Was. 

With the United States in 
the war and offering its store- 
bo se of resources freely to 
its allies, besides preparing 
feverishly to supply its own 
milirary needs, there Came an 
exor! ‘tant demand for iron— 
iron to hurl in shells at the Ger- 
mans in Flanders, France and 
Italy, iron to build destroyers 
and merchant ships, iron to 
ma'e cannon, railroads and all 
the multifarious steel manufac- 
tures essential to warfare. 

Hibbing lies upon the Mesaba 
range, which contains the larg- 
est and most productive’ iron 
mines in the United States. 
When the town was founded, the 
Oliver Mining Co., now a sub- 
sidiary of the United States Steel 
Corporation, was canny enough 
to reserve the mineral rights to 
the deposits underlying the vil- 
lage site. From time to time 
during the last quarter of a cen-

ever collected by the town in a single year was $278,000. 
He promptly announced himself-as a foe of the iron 
company and in litigation carried through the courts 
several times established the right of Hibbing to 
levy higher and higher taxes upon the corporation. 


During the first year the taxes were raised to $750,- 
000, the purpose of the increased levy being recorded as 
that of wiping out the village’s indebtedness of $285,000. 
By the end of the year the indebtedness was $703,000; 
the next year another $750,000 was levied to wipe out 
this new debt, as was alleged, which promptly grew 
in another twelve months to the $1,250,000 mark. It is 
a fact that the cost of conducting the town government,. 
excluding expenses for schools, has averaged around 
$1,000,000. Last year it was $1,155,706. Its tax rate has 
increased approximately 400 per cent in four years and 
about 1658 per cent in the last eight years. 

What to do with the golden flood of wealth rolling 
in upon them was a problem for the citizens to solve. 
Some of the undertakings decided upon to combat the 
embarrassment of ‘riches were comical. 


For instance, no less than 40 street lights, clustered 
on eight standards of five lamps each, were placed at 
every street intersection, with the result that this 
town of 12,000 boasted more street lights than Cin- 
cinnati, with 364,000 population. It was a favorite joke 
to say that one needed smoked glasses to walk about 
Hibbing at night, and that the chickens were all dying 
of insomnia in their delusion that it was always day 
and never night. 

The town carries a municipal payroll of nearly $500,- 
000 a year, which is explained by the fact that on an 
average between 800 and 9V0 of the burghers of voting 
age are borne on the roster as city employes. During 
one recent month the number was 1011. Now, at the 
latest State election, the total vote cast in Hibbing was 
1518. 

The police force consists of more than 30 salaried 
men, whose duties are extremely light because the vil- 
lage is not required to guard the mining properties 
within its bounds. The Fire Department is as modern 
as that in any city and probably more luxurious than 
most, for the quarters of the laddies are fitted with 
quarter-sawed oak furnishings, 
handsome rugs, phonographs and 
player pianos. 

There is a city hall erected at 
a cost exceeding $200,000. The 
school buildings are ornate in 
style. and in size were planned 
under the evident supposition 
that Hibbing would experience 
remar able growth in the next 
few years. There are elaborate 
water and light plants and a 
Street car system with vehicles 
running on every street, al- 
though it would be no laborious 
task to explore the entire settle- 
ment on foot. Every street is 
handsomely paved. ‘ 


Mayor Power is confronted 
each morning when he opens 
his desk with the task of spend- 
ing more than $3000 of revenues 
before he closes the de&k for the 
day. If he shirked his duties for 
a week, there would be a dis- 
maying surplus of $20,000, to de- 
liver itself from which Hibbing 
would probably have to hang up 
several more street lights at 


$200,000 City Hall, one of the extravagances of Hibbing—but the town had to every corner.

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WHAT AMERICA IS DOING. TO REACH ~ 
- | BERLIN BY WAY OF THE AIR  @

By next July, announces Howard EK. Coffin, member 
of the National Couneil of Defense, and the man 
in charge of the nation’s aviation program, 20,- 
QOO American airplanes will be ready for war— 
He, formerly a postal clerk and later a big figure 
in the automobile business, is the man who caused 
an inventory of American industries to be taken, 
so that the United States could avoid England’s 
mistake of. not putting factory workers behind 


the men in the trenches ati + Se 


( the time the United States entered the 
War, military men declared that the 
best and surest way in which this coun- 
try could help the allies would be to add 
thousands of airplanes to their fleets of 
such craft and supply the aviators to 
man them. For this purpose Congress 
immediately appropriated $640,000,000 and the work 
of preparing to enter Berlin by way of the air began. 

The man in charge of the work is Howard E. Coffin, 
a member of the National Council of Defense, -and he 
has now vouchsafed to reveal something of what is 
being done. 

The bill under which the appropriation was made 
specifies that of the $640,000,000, one-third shall be 
used in the making of aircraft. Mr. Coffin now has 
announced that by July of next year 20,000 American 
airplanes will be ready for war. Many hundreds of 
others, of course, will have been manufactured and sent 
to the 24 American training camps. 

As an indication of how thoroughly America is pre- 
paring for war along this line, it is revealed that about 
150 airplanes are now in use by the 1700 officers and 
men who are preparing for service abroad at the train- 
ing camp at Dayton, 0. This training field contains 
2500 acres of land and the buildings cost $1,000,000. 


Two engines are required for each airplane. The 
“Liberty motor,” concerning which announcement al- 
ready has been made, is an adaptation of the best fea- 
tures of all the first-class internal combustion engines 
manufactured in the United States and is now being 
produced at a number of establishments. It will be 
used in the airplanes of both the army and the navy. 


Word has been brought to this country by Maj. L. 


W. B. Reese of the British Royal Flying Corps that - 


half of the airplanes actually in service are undergoing 
repairs every day at the aerodromes back of the 
trenches, and in this statement can be seen the neces- 
sity for two motors for each machine. Practically all 
the time an airplane is in the air it is surrounded by 
shell bursts and a machine never goes up without being 
hit somewhere by the anti-aircraft guns. Each flier 
has two machines. 

While the figures are not official, it has been esti- 
mated that within a year about 10,000 American fliers 
will be ready gfor service against the Germans. The 
probabilities are that with the 24 training camps in 
full eperation the number will be larger than this. 

Mr. Coffin has been devoting practically all of his time 
to the air problems of the army and navy for more 
than a year. It was he who was one of the earliest 
advocates of preparedness, and even before there was 
a thought of America entering the war he suggested 
that an inventory be taken of the nation‘s industries. 
England, at that time, was learning the lesson that 
back of every soldier there must be a host of com- 
rades-——farmers, iron and steel makers, tanners, weav- 
ers, ete, 

So at his instigation the inventory was made. Man- 
ulacturers everywhere, and electrical, mining, chemical, 
civil and mechanical engineers, co-operated in the 
work. Surveys were made of 27,000 producing estab- 
lishments. It was discovered where shrapnel was 
being made and where it could be made. Factories 
producing shoes, spades, wire, rifles,ecannon, powder, 
tents, automobiles, clothing, helmets, steel rails, loco- 
motives and all the other multitudinous things needed 
in warfare, were searched out and tabulated. 

This inventory since has been increased to 30,000 
establishments, and now every mine and manufactory, 
the product of which has a yearly value of $100,000, is 
in daily use by the army and navy. 

Another reason why Mr. Coffin has been assigned to 
direct the building of America’s air fleets is the fact 
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that gasoline engines form one of his specialties. Since 
1902 he has been in the automobile business and has 
seen it grow from almost nothing to one of the larg- 
est industries in the land. 

“If the United States,’ he declared recently, ‘“‘as its 
contribution to the cause of democracy, can give Great 
Britain, France and the other allies the supremacy of 
the air, and can maintain that supremacy, | think that 
the war will be much shortened and that the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of American and other soldiers 


-- will -be saved. 


“We have seen Germany repeatedly shift a million 
of her best troops*from the east to the west front, 
without even making a dent in the allied line. Mere 
numbers of men seem to count for little in this fearful 
contest. The land may be intrenched, guns and bayo- 
nets may form an impassable barrier, the sea may be 
niined and submarines lurk in its depths, but the high- 
ways overhead remain unconquered. I believe the road 
to Berlin lies through the air. 

“The air service appeals to the American imagina- 
tion. It isthe service in which the initiative and dash 
o* the individual are given free rein. The man in an 
airplane orders his own movements. He fights in his 
own fashion. Frenchmen and Englishmen also are at 
home in the air. The German, however, is not at his

best: when he gets beyond the sound of his officer’s 
voice, 

“Six months ago French and English aviators did 
not believe that the United States could produce an 
airplane of the best type. They have changed their 
minds. The American airplane will not only be fast, 
but it will be a great fighting machine besides.” 

Maj. Reese, who has won the Victoria Cross and the 
Distinguished Service Order, recently told Mr. Coffin 
that German fliers will not go over the targets—-that 
is, over French and British batteries—so that the sig- 
nals he gives his own artillerymen are largely based 
on guesswork, and that as a result the German gun- 
ners are notoriously faulty in getting the range. 
He said that the contrary was true with regard to 

. 


the British and French aviators, accounting for the 
effectiveness of the allied artillery. 

“The reason,” he said, ‘for the heavy losses of allied 
machines on the western front lies in the fact that the 
air fighting is nearly all carried on in the German lines 
and far behind them.”’ 

Mr. Coffin’s career is typical of those of successful 
Americans. He was born on his grandfather's farm 
near West Milton, O. The father, a traveling salesman 
for an Indianapolis concern, died when the boy wag am 
infant. Later the mother moved to Ann Arbor, Mich, 
where Howard was graduated from the high school, 
after which he entered the University of Michigan. 

He had been a student there for two years when one 
day at the postoffice he saw a notice of a coming civil 
service examination. He took the examination, as an 
experiment, and having received the highest mark, was 
given a clerkship in the local postoffice. He was in 
the Government service for two vears and then re- 
turned to the university. 

It was while he was a student in the university that 
he began working with automobiles. An automobile of 
his own construction, made in the laboratory of the 
university and driven by steam, brought about his em- 
ployment as chief of the experimental department in a 
Detroit factory. Two months vefore he would have been 
graduated he was offered a position in the Olds Motor 
Works and he accepted it. That was in 1902. Nine 
years later the university gave him a diploma and dated 
it back to 1903. He has been continuously in the auto- 
mobile business since leaving the university.

Census Bureau reports show that there are in the 
United States 82 cities with populations between 30,000 
and 50,000, and that only four of them expend larger 
municipal budgets each year than that of Hibbing. It 
has spent in a few years $100,000 on park improve- 
ments, and has public playgrounds of greater area 
and better equipment than those of a number of cities 
many times its size. It possesses a street of bankie « 
and office buildings, a fine township hall in addition 
to the city hall, and a first-class clubhouse. 

All of these structures are to be torn down and 
their materials borne away to be re-erected on the new 
townsite. In a short time the ground on which it stood 
will be scooped away with steam shovels and a huge 
pit, some 90 feet deep, will take the place of the

“We have no complete record as to the 
age and experience of drivers in fatal ac- 
ecidents, but I have put questions in those 
eonnections often enough to make a safe 
statement with regard to them. Aimost 
without exception, the drivers have been 
over 21 years old, often between 22 and 
30, and virtually none of them has been 
without at least two or three years’ ex- 
perience at driving. The explanation of 
the latter fact possibl: is that the ex- 
perienced, confident driver is more apt 
to have a moment of inattention than a 
learner who is concentrated upon his 
task. Also, his rate of speed probably 
will be greater than that of the learner, 
even if he still is within the limit. 


“[ do not mean to imply that drivers 
are chiefly at fault for accidents. In fact, 
the statistics make out a good case in 
favor of the driver as against the pedes- 
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stacles and the overturning of cars there 
were but 14 fatalities among the 65 
recorded for 10 months. [It would seem 
to be clear that if there were any large 
amount of carelessness or inefficient 
driving, there would be more acvidents 
in these categories. 

“However, I hold no brief for the auto- 
mobilists. Neither the antomobilist nor 
the pedestrian has more rights on the 
streets than the other, but each has rights 
which the other is duty bound to respect. 

“The solution of the automobile aeci- 
dent problem, in my opinion, is to be 
found only in greater individual eare. If 
I were to give any especial] suggestions it 
would be, for pedestrians, never to cross 
a street exvept at the regular corner 
crossing and never te pass from behind 
any vehicle without being sure another 
is not approaching from the opposite di- 
rection; for automobilisis, never to pass 
a + anding car and to use especial care at 
street car transfer cerners, I[t is almost 
nee.J'oss to say that machines should be 
wel! -ader control at al) street crossings, 
and «' solutely so at al) times in congest- 
ed istricts.”
